[25fh August, 1994 ] 

An Act to provide for the authorisation of appropriatio ( of monej^ 
out of the Consolid ted Fund of India to meet the amount spen^^ 
On certain services during the financial year ended on the 31st 
day of March, 1991, in CKcess of the amounts granted for tJiose 
services aid for that year. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the forty-firth year of the Republiv'; of 
India as follows:— 

1. This Act may be called the Appropriation (No. 3) Act, I9Q4. 

2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India, the sums specified 
in column 3 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of six 
hundred twenty-seven crores, seventy-two lakhs, eighty thousand, five hundred 
and ninety-eight rupees shall be deemed, to have been authorised to be paid 
and applied to meet the amount spent for defra/ymg the chfirges in respect 
of the services specified in column 2 of the Schedule during the financial year 
ended on the 31st day of March, J99J, in excess of the amounts granted for 
those services and for that year. 
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3. The sums deemed to have been authorised to be paid and applied frtmi 
and out of the Consolidated Fund of India under this Act shall be deemed 
to have been appropriated for the services and purposes expressed in the 
Schedule in relation to the financial year ended on the 31st day of March, 1991.
